of E, D. Eelley and C. H. Stoddard. 
Mr. 


Kelley needs no introduction to the people 
of Nevada, having been an actual resident 
for nearly thirty years. For the past fifteen 
years he baa condao'ed the Winnemnooa 
Silver State. He is one of the most vigor- 
ous editorial writers in the State, and thi 
people can rely upon it that they will have 
• stalwart champion in him. 0. H. Stod 
dard has been for eight years County 
Assessor of Washoe, and in bis new fi-slel of 
labor will have ample opportunity to con- 
tinue to serve this people. The new firn 
will publish a strictly first-class paper 
containing the telegraphic news of the day 
and especially devoted to the local interest* 
of Nevada. It will he first, last and all 
tne time for the State, and we earnest!; 
hope that it will be as liberally patronized 
in the (attire as it has been in the past.

•TATB AND GOVKHNMENT. 


The General Government has been nig- 


gardly toward Nevada, and the reel ink is on 
the wrong side so far as the Government is con- 
cerned. Nevada was made a State when the 
Union needed her, and she has contributed 
hundreds of millions to the wealth of the 
country. 
She lias directly given the Govern 


ment more than $15,000,000 in taxes, internal 
revenue and otherwise, and all the donations 
from the Government for lands, surveys, mails, 
public officers and officers, the Mint, and all 
other things have not amounted in the aggre- 
gate to $7,000,000. 
It may be that our Sena- 


tors and Representatives have not been as ener- 
getic as they should have been, but whatevei 
the cause there are certain favors that should 
begrantecl.to this State 
Although National 


in its charxcter, there should first be the free and 
unlimited coinage of silvei. Then every acre 
of land in the State owned by the Government 
should be given to the State to the end that 
both would be benefitted, and the State partic- 
ularly enabled to work out its own salvation. 
The Walker Lake reservation should be aban- 
doned and opened absolutely to the whites. 
The Pyramid Lake reservation should be cut in 


two, 
and the western half given to the whites. 


A military post should be maintained at some 
convenient point 'within the State. 
Public 


buildings should be erected in places where 
they are most needed. If these things were 
done the State would build itself up and aston 
ish those who now sneer at it, and Uncle Sam 
have a child which it would be proud to call 
the "battle-born." 


CONSXITWX10NAI. CONVENTION, 
The first duty of the incoming Legisla- 


ture should be to provide for the calling o' 
a Constitutional Convention. 
All othei 


legislation should be subsidiary to th? 
Convention, and the members of the Leg 
islatare ought to know their duty and per- 
form it. 
A Convention will be tbe salva- 


tion of Nevada. The taxpayers have a 
right to take care of their own business and 
save the money that is now going to waste. 
No aeniiblo man desires to cripple the 
public service, bnt every reasonable citizen 
hope* to get rid of the barnacles and para- 
sites. There it but slight hope for relief 
from a Legislature, as some pet scheme, 01 
special plea, or favorite officer, or villamou* 
lobbyist, always stands in the way of gen- 
uine retrenchment and reform. 
What a 


farce to pay a Deputy Secretary of State 
What nonsense to maintain such an expen- 
sive Judiciary. How unjust it is to th* 
people to have a Legislature of sixty mem 
bera to sit sixty days every two years. Tb> 
money now wasted should be preserved for 
good and ussfnl purposes. At least $80,- 
000 per year can be legitimately saved. 
The Legislature will never do it, and why 
should the present onerous burden be con- 
tinued for four years longer. Every public 
officer shonld be well paid for his services, 
but the people only want the necessary 
number to properly do the work. This is 
the time to do right, and to conduct tbe 
Slate's affairs correctly. A Co»vention 
composed of men who •<•« patriotic and 
honest, and who wish Nevada well caa 
alone discharge tbe trust. The Bepnblioan 
Legislature can perform no greater service 
to the people of Nevada than to arrange 
for the Convention for which the people 
voted, andjpais such laws as will facilitate 
the work of that Convention. This is no 
time to listen to the voice of the siren. 
Now is the time to halp the State. Vain- 
able lime will be lost by procrastination, 
•nd the peop e will n«ver forget nor for- 
give.

SIGHTLESS - BUT NOT HELPLESS. 


Tho Active Business I4fe of a Chicago 


Man Wlio Is Wholly Blind. 


The wonder of West Harrison street is 


a blind man, William F. BuscMck, who 
lives at 1115, where he conducts a retail 
cigar and confectionery store. A castial 
observer would not be apt to discover 
that the storekeeper is totally blind from 
the manner in which he moves around 
and shows off his goods. Mr. Bnsehick 
keeps his own accounts, waits on the 
customers, takes in money and hands 
out change as deftly as any saleswoman 
in a down town store. He seldom makes 
mistakes in handling coin, and if any- 
body were mean enough to try it would 
not be an easy matter to pass cotrnter- 
feit coins on him. 


His sense of feeling is keen, and per- 


haps more so as a resnlt of the absevee 
of sight. He hands out any brand of 
cigars asked for, aud his sensitive finger 
tips light upon the right brand of chew- 
ing gum without any fumbling. 
His 


eyes, which are not concealed from view, 
are a beautiful dark blue, and a stranger 
looMng into them would not guess that 
they were FO utterly useless. 


Mr. Bnsuhick buys all his stock, going 


down town on tho street cars and about 
the crowded streets of the business sec- 
tion of the south side without a guide. 
He never loses his bearings. When 
ready to return home ho waits quietly 
beside a peanut stand and asks the ven- 
der to tell him when a Harrison street 
car comes. This car passes his store, and 
he intuitively knows when it is opposite 
his home. 


He jxunps from the car while it is in 


motion. He Talks about his store and 
turns sharp corners without mishap. 
He can walk straight to a door and grasp 
the knob without fumbling it, or trip 
down stairs as lively and as gracefully 
as a young woman, and never makes a 
miscalculation when reaching the last 
step. He is a candy maker and makes 
all tho candy he s°lls. 


As is usual in ca&es of blindness, the 


loss of this man's vision has quickened hib 
sense oi' feeling and hearing. When his 
eyes went out of business their available 
assets appear to havo been transferred to 
his ears and finger tips. His ability to 
locate objects by sound is wonderful. 
This was demonstrated one night when 
a burglar broke into his store. The rob- 
ber lefi hastily with a leaden bullet in 
his anatomy, as spots on the floor proved 
the next morning. The blind man 
handled a revolver cleverly and shoots 
accurately for one so heavily handi- 
capped, locating tho object to be aimed 
at by sound.—Chicago Tribune.

the beautiful skies that have ever been, the 
emeralds oJ all the aeaa, the purples of si 
the hills, and tan thousand rainbow glories 
thrown into the bargain, had been con- 
densed and poured oat with a prodigal 
hand in this neighborhood..,.The mountain 
peaks that oast their long, whitr, wavering 
reflections in the lake borders are pictures 
of unending delight. The peaks range 
from 8,000 to 10,000 feet in altitude, and 
their oonneoting ridges reach an average 
elevation of perhaps 7,500 feet.

Every year sees additions to 
tba acreage devoted to agriculture, horti- 
culture and inclosed grazing lands in Ne 
vado. Irrigation, which is destined to rev- 
olutionize and fructify the great, so-called 
arid region between the Rooky Mountains 
and the Sierra Nevada range ia beginning 
to be understood and appreciated. Utah 
has already shown what can be accom- 
plished in this way, and Nevada is on 
the same road to prosperity. One serious 
drawback to Nevada has been the method 
adopted for the sale of public lands, and 
this evil has also been felt in California. 
Speculators have been permitted to gobble 
up all the springs and running water in 
large districts of country, and by a system- 
atic mode of procedure, the establishment 
of settlers has bean discouraged in a man- 
ner that amounted almost to prohibition. 
This has been doc* for the purpose of se- 
curing broad ranges for broad-horned cat- 
tle. When Nevada concludes that it pays 
better to have bur rich valleys inhabited 
by families instead of droves of cattle, the 
era of prosperity will return, and the State 
will no longer point with pride to ,tha 
fact that it is a cow pasture for its neigh- 
bors.
